But ftill we ſhould be 
apt to write (if I may ſo ſpeak) upon the very forehead of every 
earthly good, Gov is moſt lovely ; or, Gov is my exceeding joy ; the 
LorD is my portion; O how amiable are His courts ! or, as an holy 
man, (who, it is faid, could never get theſe words out of his 
mouth,) My Gop, and all things. Where He is, there, in effeQ, 
are all things ; and where His love dwells, there He will -be ſure 
to be. We ſhall meet Him every where, ſee Him in every beau- 
tiful thing, and taſte Him, before we have done, in all the delight- 
ful enjoyments of this life.””
